The faia Viceroy ufes bis bett Endeavours by peace- 
ble means to win back thofe People to the prefent 
Goveriinent ; but cannot work upon them 3; and un- 
leis {peedy Reinforcements come from Madrid, ‘ts 
to be fear'd this Fire will f{pread further. 400 Gen- 
tlemen arc come in to the Viceroy, and offer to re- 
take Deniz, in which the Malecontents have put but 
500 Men with fome Ammunition landed by the E- 
nemy’s Fleet ; but they will find it a difficult Task. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Sept.17. 
Perpignan, Sept.2. The laft Letters we receiv'd 
from Catalonia were dated the 30th of laft Month, 
and advis’d, that the Enemy’s Troops which were 
landed there, had refolv’d in a Council of War to 
open Tsenches before Barcelonia ; That their Army 
was encreas’d to 20000 Men by the Malecontents of 
Vich and others of the neighbouring Provinces who 
had joyn’d them ; that they were about to form 4o 
Companios of Miquelets for King Charles If. ; that 
300 Horfe were detach’d to receive Homage, in his 
Name, of the Towns of Vich and Campredon, and 
other neighbouring Places; that the Marquis de 
Velafco Viceroy of Catalonia, had with him in Bar- 
celona the Marquis d’ Aytona, the Duke de Popoli, 
Monfienr Rofes, and Don Manuel de Toledo, with 
2 Garrifou of 5000 Men ; but that the greateft part 
of that Garrifon are new Levies. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated September 17. 
Madrid, Auguft 28. The Grandees of the Court 
being inform’d, that the King had given Order the 
Count de Tilly Captain of his Life-Guards fhould fi 
in bis Chappel on a Stool juft behind him, were ex- 
tremely difgufted, and reprefented to his Majefty, 
thar the fame being an Introduction of anew Cu- 
ftom into the Court, they defir’d him not to take it 
ill if they forbore coming to the Chappel : The 
King arfwer'd, He bad nt need of them, and they 
might do what they thought fit. Since this, none of 
the Grandees have come to Chappel, the Marquis 
de Caftel Rodrigo only excepted ; And ’tis reported 
that the other Grandees going into the King’s Anti- 
chamber to fpeak to him, the French Ambaffador 
came out to them, and talk’d to them very fharply, 
whereupon they withdrew without feeing his Ma- 
jefty. 100 of the King’s Horfe-Guards are march'd 
to Valencia under the Command of Lieutenant Ge- 
nera! Salazar, and will be follow’d by other Troops. 
Tis advis'd from the Frontier of Portugal, that the 
Marfhal de Theffe arriv’d in the Camp at Cazeres 
the 24th Inftant. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 18. 
Cazeres, Auguft 26. The Marthal de Theffe ar- 


riv’d here the 24th Inftant, He defigns to regulate the 
Motions of our Troops by chofe of the Enemy.
